Understanding in 
Israel-U.S. ties 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
Prime Minister Rabin said yes. 
terday that understanding had been 
reached on several elements of Is-. 
rael-U.S. relations, and agreement 
secured in the current negotiations 
about several future crucial steps 
to be taken in the Middle East. 
Briefing the Alignment Knesset 
faction before the special parlia- 
mentary session called during the 
recess to hear the ud opposition 
bloc present an urgent motion about 
the interim accord negotiations, 
Premier Rabin said that Israel and 
the central power in the Middle 
East had reached a consensus about 
the developments to follow in fhat 
region. 


In certain spheres, he went on, 
Israel was able to increase its 
power, in quality 2s well as quant. 
ity. Certain achievements had been 
secured in the bilateral plane which 
had never before existed, the 
Premier claimed. 

Rabin said it was not true to 
say that the Kissinger visit had 
been forced on Israel. Its aim was 
to take up certain outstanding is- 
sues, which he could not specify at 
the present juncture. He had to be 
careful and not reveal how the posi. 
tions of Israel, Egypt and the U.S. 
had changed and developed since 
the start of negotiations. “There is 
plenty of hard bargaining ahead,” 

He emphasized several times that 
Israel bad conceived the idea of an 
interim accord in 1970 and adhered 
to it all along, because the only 
road which iay open, was the 
stage-by-stage process with all the 
risks it entailed. 
The key to any change in re- 
lationships between Israel and the 
Arabs was in the Israel-Egypt 
sphere, he said. Egypt had always 
led the Arabs into, and out of 
wars. If Egypt did not take a 
lead, no positive or negative devel- 
opments could emerge in relation- 
ships between Israe] and the Arab 
world, the Premier said. 

“I have never said that the face 
of Egypt is turned towards peace. 
But certain phenomena have ‘hap- 
pened, in Hgypt especially, which 
would justify our testing the 
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chances of a step-by-step advance 
from war to peace. Although the 
Arabs refuse to countenance a peace 
with Israel inside defensible borders, 
that does not mean we cannot take 
a first step,” he said. “The prob- 
lem in this dispute is too complex 
for a transition overnight from war 
to peace.” 

Premier Rabin ‘said the interim 
arrangement would have to centre 
op δὴ open and contractual eom- 
mitment by both sides to apjure 
the use of force and the threat of 
force in -the dispute, and resort 
solely to negotiation. “Without this, 
there will be no interim settlement.” 

He said the risks for Israel were 
limited because the tian forces 
would be some 15 to 20 kms. from 
the Suez Canal, while the Israeli 
forces would be 250 kms. from the 
1967 borders and separated from 
the Egyptians by “a big buffer 
zone.” So it was foolish as well as 
ignorant to call the interim agree- 
ment a security calamity, he said.

No reason for 
U.S. concern, 
Allon says

Americans have no reason to fret 
over U.S. involvement in the Middle 
East dispute as a result of the pre- 
sence of some 200 of their civilian 
technicians at the Um" Khashiba 
early warning station in Sinai, For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon said last 
night. : 

Mr. Allon, fresh from a late even- 
img session of the Israel negotiating 
team on the interim agreement 
with Egypt, was addressing 40 wo- 
men political leaders and educators 
who had arrived from 21 countries 
to attend a 10-day seminar on “‘Part-' 
nership of Men and Women in Na- 
tional Development.” 

Be declared: “I know some of our 
American friends must be apprehen- 
sive about this move, for it recalla 
the trauma over President Eisen- 
nower’s decision to send U.S. advis- 
ers to Vietnam. But such a parallel 
is misleading. We have never asked 
for military advice. 

“In fact, the US technicians work- 
ing in the early warning station — 
which will be within the UN buffer 
zone — will be helping both sides, 
the Israelis and the Egyptians. They 
will not fight, but their presence will 
furnish the area with political sta- 
bility. I think the Americans should 
be proud rather than apprehensive 
at the fact that their nation was the 
only one in the world on whose pre- 
sence there both Israel and Egypt 
have agreed.” 

Mr. Allon told the ladies he felt 
sure peace would eventually replace 
the interim agreement though it may 
take a long time. “After all,” he 
noted, “if Germans and Jews are 
now talking to each other, following 
the holocaust, there is no reason for 
considering Israel-Arab peace 85 un- 
attainable.”

New death 
law for 
Libyan plotters 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Libya yester- 
day proclaimed a new law imposing 
the death sentence on anyone who 
tries to overthrow the government 
or to an illegal organiza- 
tion, the Iraqi News Agency re- 
ported.

MEMBERS OF THE U.S. AMHAL 
GROUP — Association for Mental 
Health Aid to Israel — do not con- 
sider themselves “‘experts,’’ here 
“to teach the Israelis what to do.” 

“We are catalysts," Haya Roth, 
a clinical psychologist here for three 
and a half weeks under the auspices 
of Amhal, explained. “Αἴ the 
hospital where I'm working 
they told me I can do whatever 
I want, but when I listened to them 
carefully I understood that what 
they really want is help with staff 
development problems. They actual- 
ly have the solutions themselves, but 
are too busy to talk to each other 
about problems until an outsider 
comes in and just listens...” 

Amhat, which started in Chicago 
two years ago and has since spread 
all over the U.S., has over 1,000 
members who are all mental health 
professionals: social workers, psy- 
chologists, psychiatrists, special 
education teachers, etc. About 25 
have been matched up with Israeli 
agencies where they will work. as, 
volunteers for periods ranging from 
afew weeky to.afew years —‘andin 
one or two cases even aliya is an-

About ten Amhai members are 
now in Israel working at institutions 
thro: the country, and when 
they recently met for an afternoon 
get-together in the Ramada Hotel 
in Tel Aviv, I joined them. 

“The people who come here are 
screened carefully,” Pau! Reizen, 
one of the group's leaders and a co- 
chairman of the Haison programme 
with Israel, told me. ‘We want peo- 
ple who are really dedicated — not 
Just someone looking for 8. tax deduc- 
tible vacation.

ROME (UPI). — A pre-dawn ex- 
plosion shook the Algerian Embassy 
in Rome yesterday and other bombs 
were found at the erobas- 
sies in London and Bonn. A group 
calling itself the “Soldiers of the Al- 
gerian Opposition” claimed respon- 
sibility and vowed to bring down the 
regime of President Housri Boume- 
dienne.

The communique 
was signed “Col Boussif Ben Ha- 
nouman” and echoed the London 
ealler’s message, saying opponents 
of Boumedienne had planted the 
bomb. 

‘The London bomb was a two- 
pound device Jeft in 8 cardboard box 
and paper bag on the embassy door- 
step. It was noticed by an official 
who called Scotland Yard and bomb 
squad experts defused it. The bomb 
in Bonn was initially discovered by 
an embassy guard δὲ 4 p.m, but he 
thought it was a parcel and left it 
sitting on the fence where it had 
been placed. A postman saw it at 
7 am. and notified authorities. 

In Paris, an Algerian Embassy 
spokesman said he saw no connec- 
tion between the bombs and current

Algeria gained its independence 
from France July 3, 1962.

Both developments, coming in 
the wake of the summit 
euphoria, stimulated anew the 
charges that Helsinki had been a 
total sellout to the Russians. But 
the issue is not quite so cut and 
dried.

up to its Helsinki promises, 
loosely worded as they are, but 
whether it is able to.

US. holds Soviet

NEW YORK {AP). — The U.S. 
Coast Guard held a Soviet trawler 
here yesterday after boarding 
parties scoured nine Soviet fishing 
vessels and found over 11 kilos of 
protected lobster and crab on board 
the impounded ship. 

A Coast Guard spokesman said 
Nikolai Ivanovich Nikonov, the 
master of the 82-metre stern trawler 
Zaraysk, was to be arraigned yes- 
terday for illegally taking the catch 
from the continental shelf. 

The Zaraysk was seized on Sun- 
Gay about 128 km. east of Atlantic

WASHINGTON (AP). — One of 
Russia's most advanced long-range 
missiles has suflered two consecu- 
tive flight failures, U.S. intelligence 
sources report. 

The SS19 missiles flopped during 
training launches in June and July 
after an unbroken string of 25 
flawless tests over the past two 
years. In both cases, the failure 
occurred in the missile’s second 


Stage. 

The SS19, with a range of over 
8,000 kms., has been rated by U.S. 
experts as the most successful of 
four new Soviet intercontinental 
ballistic missiles. It was the first 
Russian ICBM to be deployed for 
combat with multiple warheads 
(Mirvs) that can be aimed precisely 
at separate targets. 

Secretary of Defence James 
Schlesinger said In June that the 
Russians had deployed some 50 
SS19s in operational bases and 
that its deployment “continues 
apace." The missile has carried six 
warheads during tests. Each war- 
head is twice as big ag those 
mounted on U.S. Minuteman 
ICBMs, 

The U.S. uses spy satellites and 
other means to monitor Soviet mis- 
sile tests, practice launchings and 
construction of missile facilities in- 
side the Soviet Union. 

Turkey's shutdown of four U.S. 
electronic intelligence-gathering sta- 
tions there late last month has 
nificantly reduced that ability, U.S. 
officials say. They add that unless 
those stations are allowed to re- 
sume beaming into Russia, it will 
be more difficult to verify whether 
the Soviet Union abides by the 
terms of a new nuclear arms limit- 
ation agreement now being negoti- 
ai 

American intelligence experts also 
report that a new Soviet land-based 
missile that could threaten Western 
Europe and Communist China, but 
not the continental United States, 
was tested last month for the ninth 
time without a failure.

He moved his arms to show where 
and how he was hit after his arrest. 
and opened his shirt to show where 
on his body he had been injured by 
the beating. 

Moustaklis pointed to his feet and 
when a judge said “they gave you 
the fallanga (beating of the soles 
of the feet with ea stick),” Mous- 
taklis jumped on his chair and cried 
“ne, ne,” a sound that resembles the 
Greek “yes.” 

The Korean War veteran was ar- 
rested on May 22, 1973, his wife 
Christina, who stood next to him, 
told the court. Five days later he 
was taken to a military hospital in a 
hemiplegic {paralysed on one side) 
condition, Mrs. Moustaklis, who was 
told about her husband's condition 
on July 9, 1973, said it was caused 
by a blow on the neck. 

In another trial, leaders of the 
fallen junta yesterday completed 
their pleas before the Supreme 
Court and pleaded not guilty to 
high treason and _ insurrection, 
charges which entail a possible death 
penalty. 


Among the 20 defendants was for- 
mer President George Papadopoulos, 
who assumed full responsibility for 
the April 1967 coup which abolished 
civil liberties and established a 
seven-year dictatorial regime. Papa- 
dopoulos and 10 other defendants 
refused to elaborate during their 
Pleas. They only said they were 
proud to have participated in the 


coup which they claimed was staged 
to save the country from political 
anarchy and Communism. 

Nine defendants, including retired 
Lieutenant General Grigorious Span- 
didakis, former Chief of the Army 
General Staff General George Zol- 
takis, and General Odysseus Anghe- 
lis, former Deputy President of the 
Republic, denied they had taken 
part in pl ing the coup. All nine, 
however, claimed they supported the 
coup in Athens and Salonica after it 
had been staged. 

Yesterday, retired Colonel Dimit- 
rios Stamatelopoulos, who during 
the dictatorial regime resigned as 
secretary-general of the Communica- 
tions Ministry after differences 
with the junta leaders, said he help- 
ed the army take over because he 
thought that the revolution has the 
blessing of King Constantine. “When 
I realised that the leaders of the 
movement failed to abide by their 
Pledges to the Greek people and 
there were no signs to lead the 
country back to parliamentary rule 
T resigned,” the former colonel said 
in court. 

Although Papadopoulos refused to 


Plead in detail before the court, in a ' 


press statement last Saturday he 
claimed that the coup was staged 
to save the country from Com- 
munism and civil war. Judicial 
authorities are considermg charges 
against him for insulting the autho- 
Tities and for contempt of court. 

Papadopoulos claimed in his state- 
ment that the Greek economy has 
suffered since the country’s return 
to civilian rue in July last year and 
that the administration was in a 
state of anarchy. Papadopoulos’ 
statement was not reported in the 
Greek press because of government 
warnings that publication could lead 
to prosecution. 

The trial continues today with the 
Public prosecutor, Constantine Sta- 
matis, expected to sum up the 
charges. The verdict is expected on 
Thursday. (OPI, Reuter)

Few 
have the necessary infrastructure 
and manpower to handle this mass of 
sophisticated equipment. But all 
countries, with Iran in the lead, fee!

Underlying their quest for some 
form of joint stand or even military 
pact are periodic hints about a possi- 
ble American military intervention 
against their oilfields should the 
price of crude get out of hand again. 


YET ECONOMISTS in such coun- 
tries as Iran, Saudi Arabia or Kuwait 
are more concerned about the 
steadily dropping oil consumption in 
the Industrialized West and the

Grandiose 
development plans have to be looked 
at over and over again and foreign 
bankers are pouring into the area in 
expectation of large-scale borrow- 
Ing.

LONDON (UPI). — In terms of 
wealth, Britons are becoming more 
equal but some are still more equal 
than others, according to a govern- 
ment report published last week. 


A prosperous one per cent of the 
population still owns 28.1 per cent of 
the personal wealth in Britain, ac- 
cording to a report of the Royal Com- 
mission on the Distribution of In- 
come and Wealth. 

The Commission, headed by Lord 
Diamond. and appointed by the 
Labour-Government in August 1974 
“to undertake an analysis of the 
current distribution of personal in- 
come and wealth and of available in- 
formation on past trends in that dis- 
tribution” reported that the top 20 
per cent of Britons between them 
own 82.4 per cent of the country's 
wealth, Ἔ 

Nevertheless figures show a 
pronounced shift in the balance of 
wealth since World War I. Statistics 
also show that the trend towards a 
more equa] distribution of wealth is 
accelerating.

Between 1960 and 1973 the share of 
the top one per cent fell by about one- 
quarter and that of the top 5 per cent 
by one-fifth. However, the Commis- 
sion reported that changes in the dis- 
tribution of income have not been so 
pronounced in the last 15 years. 

Government statistics for 1972, the 
latest figures available. show that a 
quarter of the national income was 
distributed among 10 per cent of the 
population.

Israel’s fishermen anxious

THE FISHERMAN’S UNION has 
welcomed the proposal of the 
Agriculture Ministry's 

general to set up a broad committee 
to examine and reassess the entire 
branch of sea fishing, the causes of 
its stagnation, and ways of 
stimulating its growth. A large 
number of the resolutions passed at 
the close of the union's annual con- 
vention last week in Haifa expressed 
great concern for the future of the in- 
dustry. 

The Kinereth faction have some 
problems of their own. They want 
the lake stocked with fishlets — mul- 
let, St. Peters fish and sliver carp — 
to ensure continuity of worthwhile 
catches. The replenishing of the lake 
with fishlets bred elsewhere, a 
technique developed after years of 
research is an operation whose cost 
the fishermen feel should be borne 
by the Agriculture Ministry. 

The Ministry was also reminded of 
its promise to provide fishing port 
facilities in Tiberias. Another 
problem is the lake level during the 
summer which often leaves the 
fishing boat anchorages at Ein Gev, 
Ginossar and Tiberias high and dry. 
These must be deepened and weil- 
maintained to facilitate year round 


Sardine fishermen also have their 
own specific worries. Their incomes 
have been falling for some time, im- 
pelling men to turn to more rewar- 


ding pastimes. This has now reached 
the point where boats remain idle for 
lack of manpower. The Union would 
Hike the Ministry's help to attract 
more men to this branch. One of the 
disincentives (which accompanied 
last November's major devaluation) 
is the tax on lighting, since sardine 
fishermen use gas lights to attract 
their catches. ᾿ 

“Bach boat uses up four con- 
tainers of gas per night at a cost of 
1L30 each. That's a lot of money, es- 
pecially if you catch little or 
nothing,"* the Union secretary ex- 
plained. The Union would like the 
Ministry to cnntinue its research on 
sardines, which are fished along the 
Mediterranean coast, on both sides 
of the territorial water limit. 
Altogether, the fishermen think 
highly of the research work, and 
would like to see it intensified in all 
branches of fishing. 

The Union condemned again the 
import of whole fish in deep freeze 
because it competed with the 
marketing of fresh fish. The import 
ef supplies should be merely 
supplementary to those of local 
catches. 

In keeping with this the Union 
would like to see a greater allocation 
of money for the vocational] training 
of young Gshermen. ‘'We would like 
not only the fish to be more plentiful, 
but also our manpower. Fish are a 
source of low cost protein, tasty and 
far easier to digest than meat,” ἃ 
veteran fisherman commented. 


A finger on the | 
Kissinger button

If Henry Kissinger puts up at the 
King David again on his return to 
Jerusalem this week, he wil) no 
longer be greeted by the man who 
did most to arrange the smooth 
housekeeping at the hotel for the 
U.S. Secretary of State's formidable 
suite. Manager Rudi Bodenheimer 
has been lured away by the inter- 
national chain of Canadian Pacifie 
Hotels, currently managing the 
Jerusalem Plaza. 

“Not that it will affeet the 
arrangements at all," says the 
suave, Europe-trained hotelier who 
had hosted the Secretary's visits 
ever since the first shuttle last year. 
“By this time the hotel is so well 
trained for the operation that the 
arrangements can be put Into high 
gear by a finger on the Kissinger but- 
ton." 

Bodenheimer moved to the Plaza 
last month after the Canadian 
Managers made him ‘'an offer he 
couldn't refuse."’ Despite the present 
tourism slowdown, Canadian Pacific 
is entering the Israel market ‘with 
full confidence" in the future of the 
trade, in the words of the inter- 
national chain's vice-president 
(marketing), A.H. Calvert. The 
chain offered the new manager the 
post of chief representative in Israe), 
and he will eventually surpervise ita 
planned hotels {n Tel Aviv and 
Tiberias as well. 

In the meantime, one of the ex- 
perienced Bodenheimer's few sur- 
prises at the Plaza was to find that 
the resident sanitary engineer, 
highly respected and admired by the 


hotel’s maintenance staff, was a 
young woman construction engineer. 
Kiev-educated Rina Lerner im- 
migrated from the Ukraine in the 
summer of 1973 with her husband 
and son. It was a full year before she 
could find work, 

“Israelis are not accustomed to 
consider women for work in any 
branch of construction, including 
engineering. One day last summer I 
was passing the Plaza, then in the 
final stages of construction. and 
entered ‘on spec.‘ It probably helped 
that the chief maintenance engineer 
in charge was Itzhak Bar, himself an 
immigrant from the Soviet Union 18 
years ago." 

But even Bar was not convinced, 
and took Rina on as a technical 
secretary. Within seven months any 
doubts as to her ability in her true 
profession were dispelled, and she 
was appointed resident maintenance 
engineer. 

Rina says her specialty in Russia 
related to heating, but on graduating 
fram the Kiev polytechnica] institute 
she was fully qualified in all 
branches of construction engineer- 
ing.
